Greetings ay Children: You have been called here to recapitulate the Prinipal 
steps of our progress. As you know, we nad hoped to have twenty years between 
ware to condolidate the Great Gains which we made froa world war Two. out 
our inoreaselng numbers in certain vital areas is arouselng opposition to us, 
and we nust now work with every aeans to precipitate world war Three within ' 
Mve years . 

the goal for which we have striven so ooncertedly for three thousand years 
is at last within our reach, and because of its fullflllaent now apparent it 
behooves us to increase our efforts and our caution tenfold. I can safely ' 
> ^roBlse you tx*at before ten years have passed, our race will take its rightful! 
; place in the world, with every Jew a KING and every Gentile a slave: (applause 
''^\froa the Gathering.) You remember the the success of our propaganda campaign 
during the 19S0s' which arroused Anti-AaeB4Qah&?a&6iion&nlhi;cG0j(aany,and at 
the same time we aroused Anti-German Passions in America, a campaign which 
culalnatated in the Second world War. a .similar propaganda^is now being 
waged intenseively through out the world. Ccanpalgn ) 

A war fever is being worked up in Russia, by an Incessant Antl-Aaerloan ’ 
Barrage, while a nationwide Antl-Comraunlst scare is Sweeping America. 

■ our next pressing problsa at the moment is to inflame tne lagging Mili- 

taristic Spirit of the Americans. The failure of the Universal Military 
training act was a great set back to our plans, but we are assured that a 
suitable measure will be rusked through congress Immediately after the 1962 
elections. The Russian, as well as tne Asiatic peoples, are well under control, 
and offer no objections to war. But we must wait to secure the Americans. 

This we hope to do vrith tne issue of Anti-Semitism, which worked so well in , 

uniting the Americans against Gerraany. we are counting Heavily on reports - 

of anti-Semitic outrages in Russia to whip up indignation in the United- 
States. and produce a front of solidarity against the Soviet Power, simulta-r.ssu 
neoU8ly,.to concentrate to Americans txie Reality of outspokenly Antl.^aemitlc 
elements .in America to increase their effective ness, and we shall stage 
AntipSemltlo outbreaks in several of their largest cities. This will serve 
the purpose of Exposelng reactionary sectors of .America, which then can be 
silenced, and of welding the United States into a devoted Anti-Russian Unit; i 

Within five years this Program will achieve its objectives, the Third 
World War, Which will surpass in destruction all previous contests. Israel 
of course will remain Neutral, and when bith sides are devastated and ex- 
hausted, we will arbitrate, sending our control Commissions into all wrecked 
countries, this war will end for all time our struggles against the Gentiles. i 




We will openly re\^L our Identity with the races of Asia and Africa. 

I can state with assurance that the last generation of white children is 
now toeing toorn. Our Control CoaiBissions will, in the- Interests of peace 
and wiping out inter-racial tensions, fortoid tne whites to mate with whites. 
The white woman must cohatoit with memtoers of the dark races, and the white 
men with dark women. Thus the white race will disappear, for mixing the 
dark with the white means the end of the white man, and our most dangerous 
enemy will toecome only a memory .We shall emtourk upon an era of ten thousand 
years of peace and plenty. The ^ax Judalca,* and our race will rule 
undisputed over the earth, our Superior intelligence will enable us to 
retain mastery over a world of dark peoples.

There will toe no more religions, not only would the existance of a 
priest olaso remain a constant danger to our rule, but belief in an after 
life would give splritusl strength to irreconcilable elements in many 
countries, and enable them to resist us. We still however, retain the rituals 
and customs of Judaism as the work of our horedltery ruling caste, strength- 
ening our racial laws so that no Jew will toe allowed to marry outside our 
race, nor vrill any stranger bo accepted toy us. 

We may have to repeat the grim days of world war Two, when we were forced 
to let the Hitlerite bandits sacrifice some of our people, in order that we 
— V Qfty have adequate documentation and witnesses to legaly justify our trial 
and execution of the leaders of America and Russia as war Criminals, after 
we have dictated the peace, I am sure you will need little preparation for * 
such a duty, for sacrlficenhas always been the watchword of our people, and 
the death of a few thousand Jews in exchange for world Leadership is indeed 
a small price to pay. 

To convince you of the certainty of that leaderehlp,let me point out to 
you how we have turned all of the inventions of the white man into weapons 
against him. His printing presses and radios are the mouth pieces of our 
desires, and his heavy industry manufacturdsa-the instrument which he sends 
out to Asia^.and Africa against him. Our Interests in Washington are Greatly 
extending the point Four program for developelng industry in backward areas 
of the World so that after the industrial plants and cities of Europe are 
destroyed by Atomic warfare, tne whites can offer no resistance against 
the larger menace of tne dark races, who will maintain an unchallenged 
techno logical superlorty. 

And so with the vision of world victory before you, go back to your

1964, with the primary purpose of establishing, maintaining 
and conducting a Church of the Christian faith. The group 
has been referred to as a cover for an underground army 
and has a mailing address of P. 0. Box 423, Glendale, Calif. 

As reflected in reBuairtel of 9/6/74, the leader of the 
Identity Group is WILLIAM POTTER GALE, who espouses hatred 
for Jews and Negroes and advocates assassination of FBI 
Agents and Internal Revenue Service Agents as well as the 
hanging of certain judges. The group also advocates tax rebellion 
and the formation of a Posse Comitatus, a voluntary group of 
citizens who would act in the name of local Sheriffs to enforce 
the law. 

ReLAlet to Bureau, 7/17/74, included LHM reflecting, 
as of 5/28/74, a booklet entitled "Identity Directory For All 
Anglo-Saxon, Celtic and Kindred Peoples”, 1974 Edition. This 
directory provided a state-by-state listing of names and ^ ^ 
addresses.
